To  the  tax  -payers  of  Vinalhaven : 

In  conformity  with  the  duties  required  of  us,  we  have  sub- 
mitted to  you,  as  we  believe  a  true  and  correct  statement  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  town  for  the  past  year, together 
with  a  statement  of  the  financial  standing  of  the  town  at  the 
present  time.  In  making  up  a  report  it  is  impossible  for  any 
one  to  make  it  plain  enough  so  that  every  person  can  under- 
stand it  without  giving  it  a  careful  study;  for  instance,  the 
report  shows  that  there  has  been  orders  drawn  to  the  amount 
$21,542.87,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  this  has  been  the  cost 
in  running  the  town  for  the  past  year  as  some  may  imagine, 
but  is  a  summary  of  transactions  for  the  year.  Each  de- 
partment shows  for  itself  and  by  referring  thereto  it  is  easy  to 
find  the  information  wanted.  We  have  endeavored  to  make 
the  report  as  comprehensible  as  possible,  and  shall  be  pleased 
at  any  time  to  explain  anything  not  readily  understood.  In 
some  of  the  departments  we  have  been  obliged  to  overrun  the 
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appropriation.  We  have  no  apology  to  make  therefor,  ex- 
cept necessity  for  the  same. 

It  appears  by  the  report  that  the  support  of  poor  for  the 
past  year  has  been  $3,024.43 ;  this  is  the  actual  amount  ot 
orders  drawn  during  the  year,  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining 
the  poor,  as  the  report  will  show  has  been  $2,323.66;  which 
compares  favorably  with  previous  years.  We  have  paid  the 
city  of  Rockland  $347.06  on  Melzer  T.  Dyer  account  for  the 
year  1894;  this  bill  was  not  paid  last  year  for  the  reason  that 
there  was  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  Selectmen,  as  to  his 
pauper  residence  in  this  town.  We  found,  however,  upon 
careful  investigation  that  we  were  "in  it,"  and  had  to  pay  the 
bill.  There  has  also  been  paid  for  improvements  and  for 
stock  at  the  farm  about  $200  which  can  not  be  justly  charged 
to  this  year's  account.  Considering  the  increase  in  families 
assisted  outside  the  farm  and  the  sickness  in  the  families  as- 
sisted the  amount  is  no  larger  than  usual.  No  board  of 
overseers  of  poor  can  conscientiously  claim  the  credit  of 
''cutting  down  the  expenses  for  support  of  the  poor"  any 
more  than  they  can  claim  the  credit  of  having  saved  the 
town  money  on  account  of  a  "light  fall  of  snow."  The 
worthy  poor  must  be  assisted,  and  we  know  that  it  is  the 
feeling  of  the  tax  payers  of  Vinalhaven  that  the  worthy 
poor  of  our  town  should  receive  that  consideration  which 
humanity  and  civilization  demands,  and  when  they  are 
dead  give  them  a  "decent  burial,"  and  all  that  the  over- 
seers can  do  is  to  expend  the  money  carefully  and  judi- 
ciously. There  are  at  the  present  time  14  persons  supported 
wholly  or  partly  outside  the  farm  and  eight  persons  at  the 
Town  farm.  The  Town  farm  has  proved  a  success  and  a 
move  in  the  right  direction,  and  we  consider  it  a  saving 
to  the  tax  payers.  Some  improvements  have  been  made 
the  last  year,  and  if  continued  each  year  will  increase  the 
value,  and,  as  we  believe,  make  the  farm  nearly  selfsup- 
porting.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  deserve  great  credit  for  their 
management  of  affairs  at  the  farm,  and  that  they  are  the  right 
persons  in  the  right  place  is  proved  by  the  esteem  in  which 
they  are  held  by  those  who  are  placed  in  their  care.  Mrs. 
Smith  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  by  thanking  those 
whom   by  their   deeds   of  kindness   assisted   in  making 
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"Christmas"  a  "happy"  day  and  the  inmates  to  feel  that 
that  they  were  not  entirely  forgotten  by  the  world.  A 
visit  to  the  farm  by  any  of  the  citizens  will  always  be  ap- 
preciated by  the  matron  and  a  benefit  to  the  inmates. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  school  committee's  report 
in  regard  to  a  new  school  building  in  Dist.  N6:  4,  which 
should  receive  your  favorable  consideration.  The  health 
and  comfort  of  the  scholars  demand  suitable  schoolrooms, 
properly  heated — warmed — and  ventilated,  neither  of  which 
can  be  had  in  either  of  the  present  school  buildings  in 
Dist.  No.  4.  We  have  been  informed  by  some  of  our  cit- 
izens that  they  have  been  obliged  to  keep  their  children 
from  school  on  this  account,  also  that  the  district  has  lost 
some  of  their  best  teachers  for  the  same  reasons,  and  in 
justice  to  the  tax  payers  in  that  part  of  the  town  they  should 
be  provided  with  a  suitable  school  building  for  their  children. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  most 
of  the  sidewalks  in  town,  particularly  in  that  part  of  the  town 
known  as  the  trotting  park.  Most  of  the  sidewalk  in  that 
part  of  the  town  had  to  be  taken  up  (being  unsafe)  and  owing 
to  the  small  appropriation  last  year  we  could  do  nothing  to 
replace  it  except  to  patch  it  so  as  to  make  it  safe.  The  rest 
of  the  sidewalk  will  have  to  be  taken  up  this  year  as  it  is  en- 
tirely worn  out  and  unsafe,  and  we  recommend  that  an  ap- 
propriation large  enough  be  made  to  make  the  sidewalks  safe 
for  public  travel. 

The  question  of  good  roads  is  being  agitated  all  over  the 
country,  our  own  town  not  excepted,  and  while  we  have  as 
good  roads  as  many  other  towns  under  the  present  system, 
yet  there  is  chance  for  improvements.  It  is  hard  to  break 
away  from  old  ways  of  doing  things,  and  when  a  man  under- 
takes to  do  things  different  from  what  has  been  the  custom 
he  is  by  some  people  considered  a  "crank."  Our  surveyors 
for  the  past  year  have  expended  the  money  apportioned  them 
judiciously  and  faithfully,  and  with  as  good  result  as  possible 
under  the  present  system.  We  believe  that  the  system  of 
making  a  small  appropriation  each  year  to  be  spread  out  all 
over  the  town  (to  be  repeated  the  next  year)  is  a  most  ex- 
pensive as  well  as  unsatisfactory  expenditure  of  the  town's 
money. 
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There  should  be  a  certain  amount  of  money  appropriated 
each  year  for  "permanent  improvements,"  and  if  this  system 
was  adopted  the  town  would  have  better  roads  and  eventually 
save  money.  We  have  faith  to  believe  that  a  stone  crusher 
would  be  a  profitable  investment,  as  there  is  an  abundance 
of  material  in  almost  any  part  of  the  town,  and  it  would 
furnish  materials  for  our  sidewalks  as  well  as  for  our  roads. 

There  is  a  general  feeling  among  the  tax  payers  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  bring  about  a  better  result  as  regards 
the  collection  of  taxes.  Most  of  the  taxes  are  not  paid  until 
the  very  last  of  the  municipal  year,  and  that  custom  is  grow- 
ing more  and  more  every  year.  This  necessitates  the  hiring 
of  money,  (with  which  to  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the 
town)  the  interest  on  which  is  assessed  the  next  year  alike 
upon  those  who  always  pay  their  taxes  promptly  and  those 
who  are  delinquent.  This  creates  dissatisfaction  among  those 
who  always  pay  their  taxes  promptly  and  increases  the  ex- 
pense of  collecting.  We  trust  you  will  take  such  action  as 
will  make  the  tax  collector's  duties  easier  and  more  satisfac- 
tory to  the  tax  payers. 

In  Conclusion  we  will  say  that  we  have  endeavored,  to  the 
best  of  our  ability,  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  us  and 
which  were  intrusted  to  us  by  you  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 
We  claim  no  honor  nor  do  we  claim  perfection.  If  our  work 
has  met  with  your  approval,  each  are  equally  entitled  to  it.  If 
we  have  failed  each  assumes  equal  responsibility.

There  are  in  the  Library  at  present  2,150  books  ;  this  number 
includes  many  that  are  badly  worn  and  that  must  be  laid 
aside.  With  the  funds  available  for  the  support  of  the  Li- 
brary it  is  not  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  books  above 
2,000,  as  the  books  discarded  are  generally  replaced  with 
some  of  a  better  quality.  During  the  past  year  there  was 
taken  from  the  Library  10,540  books.  The  prevalence  of  con- 
tageous  diseases  in  the  Town  during  the  year  necessitated 
the  closing  of  the  Library  for  one  month  and  no  doubt  greatly 
interfered  with  the  circulation  of  the  Library.  Notwith- 
standing this  the  number  of  books  taken  out  is  an  increase  of 
1,689  over  tnat  °f  1894. 

The  greatest  number  of  books  taken  in  one  day  is  218,  on 
Feb.  8,  1896;  average  number  taken  out  for  each  day  the 
Library  was  open,  during  the  year,  75.  A  number  of  books 
were  lost  during  the  past  year  through  being  held  by  per- 
sons, or  at  houses  where  contageous  diseases  had  broken  out. 
No  such  books  were  returned  to  the  Library,  but  ordered 
destroyed  by  those  who  held  them. 
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The  Library  can  make  good  use  of  any  amount  that  might 
be  appropriated  for  its  support,  but  considering  the  liberality 
of  the  Town  in  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  Library 
last  year,  the  trustees  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Library  can 
be  suitably  maintained  the  coming  year  with  an  appropria- 
tion of  $350,  and  recommend  that  that  amount  be  raised.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

To  the  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  report  that  the  building,  and  all  of  the  apparatus 
of  the  department  (except  some  of  the  hose)  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  department  has  been  called  out  but  twice  during 
the  year,  and  the  total  loss  from  fires  was  only  about  $100,  a 
fact  which  must  be  very  gratifying  to  all  concerned. 

The  reservoir  built  the  past  year  is  a  very  valuable  addition 
to  the  water  supply  for  fire  purposes,  and  as,  with  our  increase 
of  building  each  year,  there  is  naturally  an  increased  danger 
from  fires,  we  believe  it  would  be  good  policy  for  the  town  to 
establish  others  at  points  where  it  is  not  always  easy  to 
obtain  a  supply  from  the  water  front.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  a  reservoir  be  built  the  present  year,  the  location 
to  be  designated  by  the  selectmen. 

Some  of  the  hose  now  in  use  have  become  worn  and  should 
be  replaced  by  new.  We  therefore  recommend  a  purchase  of 
200  feet  of  new  hose. 

We  believe  that  $250  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  department  the  present  year,  but  if  new  hose  are 
purchased  it  would  require  an  additional  $150,  making  $400 
in  all.    We  recommend  that  the  latter  sum  be  raised. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  a  matter  that  is  very 
favorably  thought  of  by  many  of  our  people.  There  is  in 
town  a  hand  fire  engine  in  good  condition,  the  owners  of 
which  offer  its  free  service  in  case  of  fires,  providing  the  town 
will  take  charge  of  and  keep  it  equipped  and  ready  for  use. 
This  is  an  opportunity  to  increase  our  facilities  for  fighting 
fires  that  deserves  earnest  consideration.

47 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  charge  interest,  and  what  per  cent, 
on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  time  fixed  by  the  town  when 
taxes  are  to  be  paid. 

48 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Road  Commissioner 
to  expend  such  sum  of  money  as  is  necessary  on  the  Highway  from  the 
Ferry  landing  to  Martin  Hopkins  point  so  called,  in  Dist.  No.  6. 

49 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Town  road  leading 
from  Elward  Jacobs  to  Bay  View  Cemetery,  so  called,  in  District  No.  3. 

50 —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  private  way  as  laid  out 
by  the  Selectmen,  across  land  owned  by  R.  O.  Loud,  to  quarries  owned 
by  the  estate  of  Moses  Webster. 

51 —  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  insure  such  School  buildings  on 
which  there  is  no  insurance.
